A sextette of young 
ladies from the high school meets 
every Thursday immediately after 
school. The time given to music in 
the high school and eighth grades is 
a half-hour lesson twice each week. 
“The eighth grade work consist* 
of three part music entirely. From 
the written tests it is found that 
the majority now understand how to 
do the work. In Mita Burke s room 
of forty-eight pupils, there are only 
two who really cannot take an jiciive 
part in the lesson. In Mias $ayl 
room of thirty-eight pupila, there ia 
not one who cannot sing. 
“From the firat primary to the 
eighth grade, the pupila have one 
twenty-five minute lesson each week 
from the supervisor, and on the other 
days a twenty-minute lesson given 
by the teacher. 
“Written tests are given regularly 
in the fifth, sixth anil seventh grades 
for the purpose of locating weak 
pupils, and then special attention is 
given those who art* liackward. The 
aim this year is to get every child to 
make an attempt at reading music, 
whether he sings or not. In this 
way he may become interested in 
learning to play some instrument. 
“One hundred and sixty-eight sup­ 
plementary music renders have been 
placed in the hands of fifth and sixth 
grade pupils who are doing good 
work with them. 
“Through the first four grades every 
pupil is expected to stand and sing 
alone. There are a few who cannot 
carry a tune but they are encouraged 
to stand and read the notes. 
“In the first and second grades, 
the popils are able to take one short 
rote song each week. In the A first 
and second the chart work is begun 
and the pupils are taught to tap the 
time on the chart or on the desk 
while they are siogiag. A clasa of 
this kind «ras conducted at a meeting 
of the city teachers; there were forty 
-three children present and all sang 
with scarcely any appearance of tim­ 
idity. 
“The work of the first grade is to 
teach the children to carry a tune 
and sing the scale, taking up simple 
work in intervals. Although this 
may seem simple it is not, as very 
often children find it almost impos­ 
sible to raise and lower their voices. 
“To dispose of these monotones 
require* eternal vigilance on the part 
of the regular teacher, but if It is 
successfully done in the lower grades 
the good effect will soon be noticed 
in the higher grades. Many of our 
teachers have worked diligently 
with the moaotonee. In September 
there were about ITS monotones ia 
the firat and second gradas. Now 
there are about 43 Ml, shewing that 
135 children have been taught to 
slag who if left to themselves prob­ 
ably would never have tried Io siag.” 


Miss Piatt’s report Is aa follows: 
“I herewith submit to you a brief 
report of the past term’s work In 
drawing its purpose, what f have 
tried to do and what I have succeed­ 
ed in doing. 
44As you doubtless understand, the 
aim of drawi»g in the public schools 
is not to produce artists, portrait 
painters or designers. It is not even 
the skillful handling of pencil or 
brush that we are striving most for, 
but rather an appreciation of the 
beautiful, not only in art, but in 
nature and the ordinary things that 
we see around us; a love of neatness, 
order, harmony and good proportion, 
habita of observa!ion, some facility 
in reading mechanicai drawings, de­ 
velopment of the imagination and 
creative facilities, and lastly a desire 
to express with pencil or brush, in as 
beautiful a way as possible, the 
things we see and imagine. These 
benefits are for ail, while for a few 
there is the chance of discovering 
and cultivating to some exteot, an 
artistic ability, of which, otherwise 
they might have remained ignorant. 
“The firat and second grades have 
three twenty tiiinule lessons a week, 
the other granes three thirty minute 
leeson*. The high school, which is 
divided into three sections, has one 
thirty minute lesson a week for each 
section. I give a lesson in each room 
in each building once a week. I am 
at the Harrison building ail day Mon­ 
day, the Washington Tuesday, the 
high school and Whittier Wed oes- ¡ 
day, the mill school and Lowell ! 
'Thursday, the high school and Lin- * 
coin JPriday. Also, I hold a teachers* | 
meeting at each building every other 
week till five o'clock. The teachers 
are furnished with full outline* for 
the work each month 
“The lessons are very much the 
same all through the grades, espe­ 
cially thi* first year,though, of course, 
in the lower grades they must be 
given in a different way; in simple 
terms and less expected of them. In 
some things the little folks do nearly 
as well as the big ones, because they 
are not so self-conscious and afraid 
to try, while on the other hand, the 
older ones have the advantage of 
better control of their hands and 
better judgment. 
“in the early fall we made the 
most of oature, sod sketched with 
pencil and painted with brush aod 
ink from leaves, grasses and flower*. 
We draw fruit, vegetables, objects— 
animals and figures from life, trying 
more for proportion aod general 
characteristics than careful drawing. 
We began constructive drawing, very 
simply of course, patterns, views and 
working drawings. We made bor­ 
ders and surface patterns from sim­ 
ple units, drew from samples of 
striped or figured gingham, then 
made original designs, made decora­ 
tive panels by placing arrangements 
of grasses, leaves or Japanese lan­ 
terns in oblongs, and painted little 
imaginary landscape* with ink and 
water. 
For Christmas work the 
primary grades made pretty blotters. 
The other grades made calendars, 
some of which were very good in­ 
deed ; and all seemed pleased to have 
something to take home. At the end 
of the year we will have an exhibi­ 
tion, so that every one may see what 
has been done. 
“I have tried to gain the intest of 
both teacher and pupils, to carry 
out the work according to uiy idea 
of its purpose; and, considering the 
newness of it, the materials we have 
bad, and the short time, I feel that 
substantial progress has been made.

against the law. 
The provision with reference to the 
fixing of rate* authorize» the inter­ 
state commerce commission to hear 
complaints of 
discrimination 
mad * 
against common carriers and directs 
that any definite order made by the 
commission after such hearing, declar 
ing a rate regulation or practice to be 
Just and reasonable, shall become op­ 
erative and be observed by the party 
or parties against whom it is mad • 
within 30 days after notice.
